‘This last Summer, the OM, WB4JSZ—Newt and I went to the 
Orient, via @ cargo-liner. It was our fifth trip to that part of the

The first and last ports of call wore Yokohoma, Japan. In bet

Of 
course ARRL Is quite helpful 
with the necessary forms, 
‘operating aids, and other info an 
emergency procedures, but 
otherwise the Eis pretty much 
‘on his own. All counties in Fi. 
have paid CD directors and 
frequently also paid CD com- 
munications people, not 10 
mention funds for’ radios. 
generators, etc. But the AREC 
isstrictly a voluntoor operation, 
operators, privately owned 
‘gear, and all. 

We may gripe about this 
volunteer business, but perhaps 
it is best after ail. Any time 
government funds are involved 
in any type of operation 
government strings and sticky 
red tape come attached.

Somie people have the idea 
that hams justialk toeach other 
and don’t accomplish much. 

‘You and Fknow this is surely 
not true. However, this was 
brought out dramatically in = 
‘wonderful talk by Dr. Arthur P. 
Smith. Jr. on Radio Astronomy 
which he gave at the recent 
Miami Hamboree. His talk was 
worth coming many miles to 
hear. Dr. Smith is from the 
‘Miami Museum of Science. The 
thing in his talk that brought out 
the refutation of the miscon- 
ception about hams was the 
following 

He mentioned that the two 
pioneers in Radio Astronomy 
Were Dr. Jansky, and the next 
year (in 1993) Grote Reber 1 
believe Dr. Jansky had-an 
amateur license bat | KNOW 
that Grote Reber did. His call 
was W9GFZ. He had just been 
honored with W9BRX and 
WOBUK (my call) for main. 
taining communication with the 
MeMillan North Pole Ex 
edition WNP entirely by code. 
Large engraved eups were 
awarded, 

Dr. Jansky's activities 
greatly interesled Grote Reber 
who was a Junior at armour 
Institute, a very fine technical 
school in Chicago. He was a 
brilliant student and this was a 
thrilling challenge. 

ntirely alone he designed 
and built 2 sturdy wooden 
framework on which he could 
‘mount a 30 t. dish reflector, He 
also designed and built ‘the 
necessary radio equipment to 
use on it! And believe me there 
was very little VHF or UHF 
equipment available in 1983, 

Where did T come in on. all 
this? We three aforementioned 
hams were the only ones. in 
Wheaton, ll. When Grote 
completed his dish he had no 
way to get it up on. the 
framework. [ had 1992 Ford, 
So Grote designed a block and 
tackle with which the "32 Ford 
palled the dish into position 

Where is Grote Reber "the 
ham” NOW? He is one of the 
seientisis in charge of the 
second largest radio telescoy 
in the world up in West Virgit 
constantly adding to our 
knowledge about the rest of the 
Universe
